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Applicant argues that Bae does not disclose a remote resource and further states that the URL path disclosed identifies a remote core 
but not a remote resource. Applicant further mentions that in the last Office Action, Examiner identified the web server as the system 
core (in figures 3, 4, 9, and 13). Examiner respectfully would like to clarify that a typo error was made, and those figures clearly show 
the path between a client (system core) a web server (remote core) and other remote servers or databases as (remote resource); and 
comunication is sent from client (system core) to web server (remote core); and receiving from the web server a message identifying 
another server or a database. Column 10, line 42 through column 11, line 10 with the illustration of figure 6 shows an example where the 
user receives a message identifying a remote resource. Column 10, lines 48-51 state "hyperlinks (126) identifying a remotely located 
server" in screen 118; also, screen 1 18 is transmitted to web server via a world wide web path than transferred to user. In addition, 
column 4, lines 31-62 show different forms of data (icon, SQL script, HTML page) associated with a remote resource received by the 
user that meets the recitation of message identifying a remote resource. Also, when an a HTML page is received, there is URL 
information identifying the origin of the information. For at least the reasons cited above, the request for consideration has been 
considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
